Thanksgiving aft - 
ernoon Mrs. Sayres started out to take 
a walk. Her mother went with her. At 
Grand and Franklin avenues they wera 
met, apparently by appointment, by 
dayres. The mother told police and th. 
reporters. the story of incidents tha. 
preceded the tragedy. 

Mrs. Sayres asked him when he was 
going to take her back. He told her 
he did not want her to return to him. 
She reminded: him that he had led her 
to believe that he would take her back

When she 
returned upstairs her daughter was 
throwing a bottle from her that had 
contained carbolic acid. 

“Well, I've done it,” she said. 

Mrs.~Boggs did not think there had D 
been enough acid in the bottle to harm 
her daughter, but she began to grow 
rigid and Mrs. Boggs called a doctor, 
who sent Mrs. Sayres to St. Luke's 
Hospital.

St. Louis home, factory‘ and store owners who | 
are paying 6 to 9 cents per kilowatt hour for cur- | 


rent supplied by the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co., might memorize these facts: 

This company was charging the eity 13 cents per 
kilowatt hour for lighting current in city build- 
ings when, 11 years ago, the city began enn 
to establish its own plant. 

The company offered; if the city would abandon 
its plan to build, to light tho city buildings at 10 
cents. 

The city declined, and built. 

Later the company offered, if the city would 
close its plant, to make a 7-cent rate. 

The city again said no, 

Still later the company offered, at various times, 
a 6-cent rate, a 3 1-2-cent rate, and, finally, a rate 
of 1.9 (one and nine-tenths) eents, this last offer 
conditioned on the city supplying its own lamps. 

These several offers the city rejected in turn, 
continuing to make current, in its own plant, for 
lighting several of its chief buildings, at a cost 
(including all charges which a private company 
would have to meet) of 1.1 (one and one-tenth) 
cents per kilowatt hour. 

Joseph W. Wood, manager of the city’s plant 
from 1903 to 1911, carefully computed the saving 
to the city, in lighting these buildings, between 
the actual cost of current in its own plant and 
the cost proposed under the Union Electric’s sev- 
eral offers. This saving, for a period of eight 
years, he found to be $280,000. 

A new city charter which does not authorize the 
citizen-stockholdersg of the city of St. Louis to 
enlarge their electric light and power plant,.and 
to extend its money-saving service to all the peo- 
ple in competition with the private monopoly, will 
fail to satisfy this community. s 
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A German bank wrecker, whose crime caused a 
$12,000,000 failure, was sent up for seven years, 
and as he will serve out the term, his sentence 
will probably prove at least as great a deterrent 
as thé 15-year sentence imposed on an American 
bank wrecker, who is pardoned after about five. 
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, SMOTHERBUND METHODS AGAIN.

Mr. Row- 
er charges that Mr. Haines is “entirely too per- 
sistent” in behalf of the bill. The reverse is true.

“Tt has been hammered out in the 
heat and stress of newspaper work 
to meet the demands of the millions 
for something to compel their atten- 
tion, interest them, and give them 
information in the quickest, clearest 
way possible.”
